ALESTINE, often called the Holy 

Late), is in a general way Faniiliae 

to all of us-from our study of the 
Hible Few, however, realize that the 
HATHICES mul customs which prevailed 
there ia Biblical days are still unchanged, 
even after an interval of 3,000 years, 
The tand today ts inhabited by three dis- 
wnict classes: the Medowin, or nomads; a 
Wandering, war-loving race; the /eHa- 
fern, who are the agriculturists, shep- 
hers, and village dwellers, and the Mu- 
dasiveh, whe tive tm the towns and cities 
anil are artisans. 

With the advent of civilization the 
towmiapeople are fast losing their ancient 
customs amd quaint costumes, tart the 
villagers adhere to both far more tena- 
qoushy Still, no one Knowing the coun- 
try can fail te see that @ time is mot far 
distant when many of their interesting 
and long-lived habits of life will be things 
of the past 


THE VILLAGE ROME 


The present-day villages: are located, 
asa tule, either on the tops of lille, orig 
loally for protection, or near some spritig 
or senrce of water, Many are built upan 
the foundations of dy ellings whose origin 
dates back thousands of years. There 
does not exist a single example of a pens- 
ant Wilinge that has been founded in mod- 
em times, 


With almost every village or district 
there are, to a greater or lesser extent, 
Variations im the dialect of the Arabic 
they speak, their style of dress, ane the 
homes they dive tn. 

Cn the Plain of Sharon, where stone 1 
Tare or non-existent, the houses are made 
of sun-dried brick, the roofs thatched and 
covered with clay to shed the rain, while 
in the mauntawns they are huilt of stone, 
singe of that matertal there i an inex- 
haustible supply, 

Many have pictured in their minds 
Mary and Joseph, after arriving at the 

‘mn at Hethichem and finding no room, 
bein forced to turn inte some barn belt 
of timber, with lofty roof, hay mows, 
woolen mangers, and stalls for cattle and 
sheep. Such a stable has been the sub- 
ject of many medieval and modern ar- 
tists, hut it does not present a really tre 
puece. Let ne censtiler the alil- style vit- 
tf@e home that is most commen in the 
districts around |e erusilem and Hethle- 
hem, for that will rive wea better wica 
of what iappened on thar first Christians 
day, 

The village streets ate crooked, nat- 
row, mn unpaved: As in many of the 
countries of the Orient, farmers live clase 
together for protection, and tint on their 
lands; therefore in the villages there are 
no open fields or gardens, but hewse is 

next to house. except for the small walled- 
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| When a house Ib ready to roof over, all the villagers, both men and women, lend o 
helping heared, in this picture we sce the men mining the mortar and pliecthg it on boards, 
which are passed along by the women to the mem working on the rie, 
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in inclosures of sheepfolids through which 
ane generally passes when gow inbo the 
dwelling, 

The house itself consists of cme large 
ream, ustiilly square, ‘The walls, from 3 
to 4 feet thick, are built of blocks of stune 
roughly dressert and laid in mortar, roofed 
iwer with a dome, also of stone, The 
outside of this roof is covered with a 
conting of mortar made of clay, which, 
on being presse] with a small stone roller 
ar putinided with a board, becomes hard 
and compact enough to shed the rain (see 
[sige 252). 

A steep otttside staircase, unprotecteil 
bv any raling, is built up to the roof, for 
the stitface must be tepaired at times 
The fat, open space of the roaf also 
forms a handy place on which to dry figs 
aml raisins, and during the hol weather 
the family may sleep there at night. 


THE UP fouM OF THE ute 


Entering the door, we find that about 
two-thirds of the spare is devoted te a 
raised masonry platform, some & to oO 
feet above the ground ane supported by 
low-detned arches, This fate spice, 
called ef mastuby, 18 the port oceapied by 
the family, while the lower part 1 used 
for the cattle and flocks (see page 370). 
A. few narrow stune steps lead | np to the 
mastaly, and a couple of small windows 
pierce the wall, high wp-from the ground. 
These, oso rule, are the only means of 
wwimitting Wht and furnishing ventilation 
te the entire house. Unt about half a 
century age it was thought unsafe. to Iild 
even meihum-sied windows, and any 
man presmmning: to do so would have been 
considered as -chaltlenging the rest of the 
COMMTUTLY, 

On one side is an open fireplace, with 
a chinney running through the wall and 
terminating an the roof often in anold 
water jar whose bottom has been lenocked 
cit, and so becomes a sort of smokestack, 
Many houses hve no chimney at all; 
eneill holes through the wall, or the win- 
dows, furnish the only exit for the stoke, 
which on winter days fairly fills the 

‘The furniture is very simple and, as 
a rule, consists of a crudely. decorated 
bridal chest in which the mother of the 
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family has brought her trowsseau; a straw 
mat or heavy woven woolen tog which 
covers pitt of the four, and mattresses, 
with thick quilts and hard pillows, which 
at night are spread on the thor. 

The cooking utensils are few in nun 
her—one clay cooking pot, a couple af 
large wouwlen bowls in whieh to knead 
the dewgh, and a couple of smaller ones 
used to eat from, Wheat is ground in a 
hand-nl of black basalt, the lower stone 
bemg imbedded inva sort of Stine 
clay trough shaped to receive the flour as 
itis ground, These, with a sieve of two, 


ao latge wooden cooking sfwion, a small 


hrass coffee-pot, a few tiny coffce-cups, 
and perhaps a clay dish m which to roast 
and grin te catfee beans, comprise the 
entire earttit. 

Having inspected the dwelling portion, 
which af once is kitchen, storesroom, bed- 
rowin, and living-room, let us descend the 
a into What the natives call the stable, 

iclow the moasteby, or raised platform, 
just deseribed, among arches so low that 
a man cin searcely walk erect, are the 
winter quarters of the goats anil sheep. 
Te shit the flocks in, these arched et- 
frances are obstracted with Iaindles of 
brush usec) as firewood for the winter. 
The rest of the floor space, which is open 
to the cerning, is devoted to the few work 
cattle aticl perhaps a donkey or camel. 
Around the walls are primitive mangers 
for the cate, tuik of rough slabs af 
stone placa on edge and plasterce) tp 
with tertar | . 
UNten the owner makes o small razed 
place on which he sleeps at night to en- 
able Him-to keep better wateh over the 
newly ‘bern lambs, leat in the crewed 
Quarters some pet crushed ar trodden 
down by the older aries. Here he often 
sleeps by preference ona cold! night, for 
he saves the breath of the animals keeps 
hint warm, 


THE LAND, SOT TITE Moro, TONSERVES 
THE OLN CUSTOMS 

One cannot become even tolerahly ac- 
quamted with Palestine without percety- 
ing that it is the fond that has preserved 
the ancient customs. [ts present-ilay in- 
habitants, who have nothmge in comf/on 
with the modern Tews whe crowd Terusa- 
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The outeide of the roof is:covered! with ac witing of mortar made of clay, which, on lieing 
pressed With & emall stone reller or founded with s board. becomes hard anil entipuect en uel 
te shed the rairy (aee pawe 2ei }. 
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fem, are still perpetuating the life of 
Atwaham and the custoris and ways of 
the people who lived’ here at the time of 
(chirist. 

‘To knew the heart of the land, to have 
learned the hospitality of its prople, 
which is always offered, no matter how 
primitive or simple, makes it easy to pic 
ture Mary and Joseph returning from the 
inn, already filled with guests, and turn 
ing aside inti a home such as. we have 


Hescribed, the regular dwelling portion 
of which may have been mone too hinge 
far the family which occupied it, Tt may 
have-heen crowded with other guests, but 
they find a weleGme and a resting place 
for the babe m a manger. 

Such a tee of the rove, vr Stable 
portion of the house, by human bemgs 3 
not the exception, but an every-day occur- 
rence. You can occasionally find men 
working tliecit primitive ioc there it 
the mother preparing the fol or doing 
her little sewing near the door, where 
there is more light on a dark winter's day, 

We have all perhaps noticed that in the 
two Gospel narratives where the birth at 
Jesus-is dwelt upon* neither of them 
mentions 2 stuble, harn, or anything equiv- 
alent, while Matthew, speaking of the 
wise men, says: “And when they were 
came into the frowre, they saw the voung 
child with Mary his mother.” 

IM any ot these wellings, placed #L% they 
are on ancient sites, are built dver old 
caves or caverns Which are incorporated 
inte the lower or stable portion, Today, 
in Methlehen’s church, such a cave 
chown as the actual birthplace of Jesus. 
Its wills are covertel with costly tapes- 
tries andl paintings, and from its ceiling 
hang Jamps of gold and silver (see page 
gO4)- 

Pte GUEST-CHAMUOUER OF THE VILLAGE 


Fach village has ‘an upper room oF 
guest-chamber (see page 254), During 
fe summer the shade af some large tree 
js often substituted for this rotm., How- 
ever, in either case this puest-chamber or 
tree is the secial center for all the village 
men, where many spend) the evening or 
the entire day when they have nothing 
with which ta eccupy themselves; Socia- 


* Man, 2:1-12; Luke 2: t-20. 
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bility is one of their characteristics; they 
love to gossip amd chat about the local 
news. CH cotirée, not a single newspaper 
is to be had; so all their infomation 1s 
derived from those who have been last 
to tower 

Avservant is hired to attend) th this 
quest-chamber, and every day, by turn, 
one af the villagers furnishes the eotfee 
beans and sugar for the coffee to he 
served! to the men thins conpregated; le, 
too, supplies the fucd and bedding 1f some 
ordinary guests come alntig. 

‘They are, of course, great respecters. 
of persons: so that if a commen man 
happens. in, a couple of fried eggs with 
bread and olives will do for him. Tf a 
figte iMportant personage arrives, a pair 
of roast chickens is provided for his supe 
per; but if a still more honored one. © 
sheik of a village, or a large company of 
men appear, a lamb or kid i killed, ond 
in all cases horses are furnished with 
nose-bags full of barley. The stirpplying: 
of these more expensive meals is appor- 
Honed among the various men by turn, 
while they turmsh harley according ta 
the amount of lund possessed. 

In the possession of the man attending 
the guest-chamber are three small woolen 
bows, on the cord of which are strung 
slips of pauper, cach bearmg the name o 
one of the men’of the village. The slip 
first in order indicctes the name of the 
person whose turn next comes ta serve, 
and in this simple way the proper ac- 
counts are kept. since one of the ‘bows 
represents chickens, the next lambs and 
dads, while the third is for- the baricy, 
Ac each wre fulfills his obligation the 
paper representing it is torn off, and 
when all are gone, a new set i written 
atid the turns begim again, 

Let us now watch a_company of is 
tinguished visitors arrive at the village 
guest-chumber. 

* The young men rin to help the guests 
dicmeannt, and, leading the animals away, 
tie them in the courtyard or in the stable, 
which is below the “upper room,” Oth- 
ere hasten to ‘spread rugs and, mats on 
the flonr and mattresses around the wall, 
furnished with cushions, for on them the 
guests sit cross-legged or recline. Many 
af the men of the village now join the 
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The proper: ctiquette of the Holy Late) bids the wife follow meekly ont) foot whale her 
litehand tides majestically in front, Io the gond old days the gentle sex nerer was seen 
riling, but the melern spirit is creeping fn, and “today it ix a common sight to End & Worn 
sutride of a donkey” (see text, page aor), 
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guests, amd fora while there are long 
exchanges cif salutations, while tiny enps 
of coffee are sipped, am) the more they 
enjoy it, the louder they smack their lips. 

Miter coffee is generdlly offered onl 
i server with only a sip at the bottom 
of a very small cop, while when sweet 
coffee is mate, the eips are filled te over- 
flowing, ‘Phis, as will be readily seen, 
has & svmbolical meaning—May bitter- 
ness be litthe and sweetness abundant.” 

A TRGENTOUS PXSULT 

Traveling with a, friend:some years ago, 
we were thus entertained. Entering the 
guest-chamber, we moticed that the accu- 
pants were uniusnally quiet andl that one 
man hal no turban om It was whis- 
pered to os that this tan, who was 4 
stranger, hae) beer robber! the night be- 
fore by one of the men of the village why 
had a notoriously had reputation, even 
amung his own people The victim har 
appetled to the lites of the town. With- 
out a word, coffee was: prepared, 

As We were foreigners, they made 
sweet coffee for us, thinking we woulil 
not tke the bitter, and) filled our cups 
full, while the bitter kin) was passed to 
all the rest in Tittle: doles; but to the man 
suspected) of robbery a full cup was 
served Tits wos such an insult that he 
flew out of the room: a fight ensued, his 
hotest was searched and the goods reeay- 
ered, and the stranger agaln conned his 
hendeear, which was among the things 
that hac been stolen, 

As they this sit chatting and drinking 
eaffee they alep smoke, Each man. car- 
rics a leather pouch of tohacco from 
Which he rolls his own cigarettes or fills 
a long-tubled water-pipe or narghieli, 

Littl: preparitionds nude fir the mrid- 
diy hoa Some hot bread a plate wf 
fried cums, another of cordled) milk, or a 
dish of fresh butter with o pile of fine 
SIGE dtl tops suffices, This meal is for 
the guests alone. 

A FEAST FoR THE STRANCER 

The person whoee turn it is to give the 
stipper dots not shirt preparations till the 
flecks come home in the evening, when 
u fatling is slain, cut inte pieces, anil 
batled as a stew in a yreat kettle. An 
other large pot of tice 1s. cooked. 
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All the men of the village now slowly 
congregate at the -guest-chamber, each 
throwing down on the coat, spread for 
thik gurpose, a comple of thin. lnaves. of 
bread that he has browelt with bin. 
When all are ossenibled. the pile uf 
bread is tern up into small pieces.ani 
pliieud in Tate wooden bowls Over this, 
in each bowl, a large pile of rive is put 
antl the meat on top, while a liberal sup- 
‘ply of the gravy is added. | 

Sitting on the floor, first the pirests, 
with the older aud tere iniportant men, 
fall into cireles arceimnd the bowls, and be- 
fore partaking each one saya Meseneliuhh 
(in the name of Allah), to drive away 
the gent, With the aid of the thumb anil 
first two fingers, great balls of rice anid 
soaked! birkal are male, which are dew- 
terously pepped tote the neue. 

Mie food is eaten very hot, and jt is 
Srprisime how much one man can cen- 
sume when at such oa feast and how little 
it takes to susiam him ordinarily, 

As each set finishes eating they wash 
their hands. water heing poatred on them 
by a servant, as we reacdof md Teast 
merit tines” Then they drink onffer anrl 
stoke anti] time to retire, when hers are 
spread en the fluor for the guests, some 
of the vilingers remaining with them, 
sleeping in their coats. The party qsually 
leayes the village early the west morning. 
The guest-chambers gre not for owo- 
mens so, iF a man is traveling with his 
family, he does met go to this regilar 
reception place, hut waits about the yil- 
lage until some one passing. invites him 
mto his house This happens today just 
os in the case of the Levite of ald who 
wat traveling with his ceoneulame snl 
servant from Bethlehem-judah, ard was 
entertained at Gibeah by the old man 
from Mount Ephraim whe four them 
winiting in the street of the city.

The boy. on the other hand, is a greater 
expense, and his wife and wedding are 
costly affairs, ‘The only explanation ts 
that their great aim in life is to perpetuy 
ate the name of the father, | 

To be polite the fellah, in speaking of 
a pug, dog, donkey, or anythmg out at 
wood (ashe, invariably says, beed ‘annak, 
nicaning. “Be it far trom youl” So, also, 
when a gitl or woman is spoken af, Uhey 
often sav, “Fe it far from you!” | 

Atthough women are thus looked upon 
as something inferior, still when they 
have become well advanced in years and 
are perhaps the grandmothers of ‘large 
fatilies, or have signaliyed. themeelves 
hy some special attainment, they are fre- 
quently the oliject of the respect and 
reverence of the younger women and.of 
the men as well (see page 205}. 

The womun may never call her hus 
hand by his first name, but “CO father of 
Ahmed,” or whatever the eldest sans 
name may be, which indeed 1s the name 
liv which he is generally known. 

In naning the first son it 1s customary 
to give him the name of his grandfather 
oi the father’s side: therefore, even be- 
fore a youth ts married he will often he 
addresset as the father of Al, or Mo- 
hammedl, or Suleiman, as the case may 
be. The first daughter is usually mined 
for the grandmother, again on the 
father's side. . 

The wife likewise takes the natne of 
her first-born san. The husband, speak- 
ing of her, especially to men, will never 
say “my wife” or mention her fret name, 
hut will siy either “the mother of Ah- 
med,” or “my family,” “the relative im 
my house,” “the forbidden,” of “the 
daughter of try uncle.” 

The reasem for this is that «a manmar- 
ries his first cousin im preference to any

My father, niay God have mttey opot 
him,* citen sani to me: “My son, these 
are the days of wonmien, and if you so 
treat your wife you will riot be able to 
live: with any woman. Their ways are 
peeveriy litt yu) cannot change them. 
he dave of men dire passed.’ 

“In former days. Wy master, a woman 
would mot dare to go oto her father's 
hotde of that of a neighbor for a visit 
without first getting her hushand’s con- 
sent, and much less would she think of 
wildressing her tiushand before people. 
li he happened to be in the village gpuest- 
chamber with the men and she desired 
tn call him, she would say to some man 
sitting- by, “Tell fim to come,” and sonme- 
times, to anitie ourselves, the man would 
inquire, ‘Who? to which she would re- 
peatedly answer only, “he,” for modesty 
world prevent her mentioning his name 
orsaiving “my husband’; but now my wo- 
man calls me Essa’ in the midst‘of the 
village and | hold my peace. 

“Women formerly, when passing men 
on the road, would cover their faces with 
their hands ani keep their eves on the 
eroutl: but now when we meet them 
they are net shy. so we men keep our 
eves on the growin until thew have passed. 

“A common saying among the women 
need to be, “O Preserver, protect te 
from my hushond'’s displeasure!" Now

THE BIRTH OF THE NADY 


When the felloh or peasant child is 
horn, ts tender skin, without being 
washed, is mbbed with olive oil and salt. 
For seven consecutive dave it i re-otled, 
and when a week old gets its first bath 
and ts agdin oiled, and eich week until 
It is Forty days oli] the bath 15 repeater, 
Th some localities they consider it unsafe 
to lathe it hefore it is farty days ald. 

Inte the littl eves they put drops of 
liquid tar, and when two days old begin 
the periodical application of kell, This 
is a dive wsed to blocken the evelids of 
not only babes, but of women ond sone- 
times also men, and is considered both 
beautifying arid beneficial to the evesight, 
They believe the tar to be a preventive of 
weak eyes, and that a chikd who has not 
been salted will develop into a weakling. 

Haw ald a custo this salting is can he 
seen from Ezekiel’s: reproachtiul words 
to Jeruswlem: “And a for thy nativity, 
in the day thou wast barn . . . then 
wae Salted at all, nor swacdilled at 

Swardidling clothes. like thease of Bible 
tires? are still in use. A stnall shirt is 
the only real garment put on, around 
which may be wrapped some old rags, 
care being taken to keep the arms tightly 
pressed against the sites | 

A cap, perhaps decorated with a blie 
hen or sonie charm to keep off spirits 
and the evil ¢ve, completes the apparel 
[ave page 314). 

When one looks ata child, before ad- 
miring tt or speaking of it, in order to 
avert a calamity, one must sav Aismallah 
(in the mame of Allah), or “May Allah 
encircle yeu!” or “May the evil eye te 
frustrated!” |

this hamwanck, called Aided im Arabi, 
on cher back suspended by a rope which 
passes across her forehead, often with 
nothing indicating that Wfe in it except 
ain oorastonal squeal from one end. 

lt is a common sight when passing 
through the bazars to fiml a laby in this 
sling hung on a small nail or on the lock 
of bolt ef a turned-hack shop door, while 
the mother site-in the street behind the 
basket cf produce she is selling. seem- 
ingly uncuind fal of her child's hazardous 
position, 

When in the fields she ereets a tripod 
of sticks, from which she suspends the 
hammeck, and she protects it from the 
Tays of the sun by covering it. with one 
of her garments.

The costumes of the women differ! suf- 
fietientt ly in mach distoet te enilile one to 
distingvish reahly where the wearer 
comes from, From the variations of the 
headvear one can tell whether a wiirnan 
he single or married: ut, althongeh cli f- 
ferme. from one another in the detatts, 
the costuries lave much in cote. 

The «ress, called a tobe, is like a long 
Tewse short, the sleeves narrow at the 
shoulders and widenme out somethme 
hike the Japanese pattern. The front an 
hack are made each of cone width of cloth, 
with @ gore on each side to widen the 
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skirt Agirdle etther of white linen ot 
bright striperl silk is wound around the 
waist and the tobe is pulled apa litte to 
produce:a pull boson, 

This fobe, when tor common use, 1 of 
Wark-blue cloth, the bosom is covered 
with cross-stitch embroidery and. perhaps 
h little on the sleeves am! skirt, 

In the «istricts north of Jeroaealem the 
fobe for the bride of for gala: occasions 
th ouide oF heavy white linen almost oov- 
ered) with embroidery, the prevailing col- 
ors being dark green and red with a little 
orange mixed in (dee page go7)- Around 
Samaria the faie ts made af white cotter 
cloth in which are woven bright strips of

The headgear is of twe parte: first, 
what we shall for converience sake call 
cap, and over tia veil. ‘The Bethlehens 
women wear a high cap, in shape sqrne- 
thine like a man's fez, called shiatnwh, 


on the front of which are sewti rows of 


fold and silver coins. 

As woman never ports with the coms 
from her heailgear except im dire cireum- 
stances, and for her te admit that she has 
Inst one ot these is consitlered a great 
shane, for an evil meaning is put upon. 
it. This throws:a strong Hight pon the 
pamble of the woman who lost one of 
her ten pacers of silver." 

The woman in the Gospel had net lost 
a piece of memev merely valuable: as a 
medi Gf exchange, but a part of her 
crmament qm) dowry, and had thus 
broaght © refection upon ber character. 
So jt wus vital for her to recover it. 
No wonder, then, she ts pictured as 
lyshting acindhe, sweeping the liquse, and 
secking diligently unti <he-finds it, and 
then calling her friends and neighbors to 
rejowe with her.

Tt is consideren m- 
proper fur women to have them head or 
hair showing in public, At home they 
putoff the vcil. J 

Ordinary veils are made.of heavy white 
linen, with sometimes. a littl embroidery, 
while in the districts north of Jerusalem 
cach prl makes one almost covered with 
nvedlework, so that im will match the 
white embroidered fobe for her wedding 
(se pape Jor). a 
Whenever a womin lacks a hasket or 
bag, the veil comes inty use. She places 
what she has to carry im oneend of her 
veil, gathers and ties it around with ane 
comer, and places the burden on top of 
her heal, 

The story of Ruth, when Hoar says to 
her, “Bring the veil that thou hast ipo 
thee, and hold it; and when she held it, 
he measured six measures of barley, and 
laid it on her: and she went into the 
city,”"* clearly shows that this use of the 
vel if the survival of a verv ancient 
practice, 

Thase not acquainted with this lind of 
ancient custams may find themselves un- 
able to understand how Ruth's veil could 
contain 40 much grain, because of their 
having in mind a yell of ganze andl of 
small dimensions. ‘The kirka, as the veil 
is caller, i mat only large arutl stron 
eniugh for this work, but sich usage fs 
very common down to the present clay, 

Nor is it only the veil that has sur- 
vived, but the entire costume, Ezektel 
the Prophet gives us a matchless cleserip- 
tion of the woman's attire of lus day 
when, speaking allegorically of Jerusa- 
Tem, he says: 

“[ clothed thee also with broidered 
work, and shed thee with badgers’ skin, 
and J girded thee about with fine linen, 
and Tocevered thee with silk. I decked 
thee also with ornaments, and | prt brace- 
lets upon thy hinds, and a cham on thy 
neck, Ari T puta jewel on thy fore 
bead, and earrings in thine ears, and a 
beautiful crown wpin thine head. Thos 
wast thou decked with gold and silver; 
and thy raiment was of fine linen, and 
elk, and broidered work.” +

Jewelry 15. very much pred, although 
it is manly confined to heavy silver 
pHeces. | 
A heavy silver chain attached to the 


cap on either side and hangs down about 


the neck and below the chin (see page 
a07). A collarette made of platted silver 
Witt With many chains hanging from it 
used to be extensively worn by Methle- 
hem women, but is fast disappearing. 

ln the Hebron district the unmarried 
girls wear a large silver com oon their 
forehead (see paige 259). Earrings are 
wed and silver finger-rings. with Mecca 
stones oor plass intations, ure och 
privedl. 

Were we living mich later we would 
find it difficult to learn the meaning of 
the prophets word, "And [put .. a 
beautiful crawn upon thy head” The 
tossch, a disk of wrought silver or gold 
which, acoording to the old men, used to 
be so common, and was worm by the wo- 
nen sewed to the crowns of their Caps, 
is today almost non-existent. They can 
occasionally be picked wp at the silver- 
sitith’s, where they have been soli) for 
the silver that ds in them, but the present 
wiiter has not seen a single ane im use 

In the Nazareth district European ma- 
terial is fast displacing hand-made goods. 
Even arourtl Jerusalem the women are 
talang to shawls of foreign matiwiiacture 
in place of the handsome hand-embrod- 
ered veile whose colors harmonize, which 
cannot be-sail of these shawls; with their 
flaming roses and pink backgrounds. 

Few of these peasant women can be 
said to be handsome; still, they make an 
interesting and picturesque sight, as they 
walk in companies along the roads, going 
to town with their baskets. of produce, of 
returning, chattering hke magpies over 
the day's transactions. | 

When the road is very stony or wet, 
itis.a common cistom for them to take 
off their-shoes to save them, placing them 
on top ot their loaded haskets (sce puge 
aoe), Tt takes wetalife (eoppers) to 
men! shoes, but feer mend themselves;

THE ATTIRE, OF THE OteN 


The ¢lathing worn by the men ts very 
varied, and so we will comsider only 
tie nyost typical, There is a long shirt 
made of white cotton elath, also called a 
tebe, and in form mnech bike the women’s, 
Oiwer this is a sort of pobardine made of 
striped goods, the waist bemg girt about 
with « leather, woul, or ilk pirdle, The 
colirs are quite bright, red and vellow or 
black and yellow heme favorites. _ 

The headgear oosts him, like the wo- 
tans with ts silver attached, more than 
all the rest of his outhit. A low dome- 
like fez, with a blue silk tassel, # wound 
rourid with a turban (ser page 3t9)- 

This tarhan mvidicates where he eoiives 
fromoor his clases, In the district nertht 
of Jerusalem the turban consists of 3 
large square of white Hnen, with a col- 
eared herder woven in: around Mebroan a 
if silk, golien yellow andres | 

A plam white one denotes aman of 
letters: a plain red, that he is widervish or 
haty man, and a plain green again, thot 
he claims to be a direct descendant of 
Mohatniied! Tnside this fez t¢ a heavy 
felt cap, and often between them one of 
two old fezves are found, while next to 
the Tend there is: still another cap of 
white cotton cloth, The cikrpexct of these 
ninv layers = to make the headgear 
heavy. which is commonly beliewed to 
prevent headache, 

Similarly the women with their heavily 
weighted caps de not remove them, raght 
or day. (Between the layers of the turban 
the rman stows away his sniff-hox, jack- 
kiife, often a large pack needle, some- 
times money and valuable papers if he 
line anv. They have a witty saving to 
the effect that ff one lacks a place of 
safekeeping Jet him make his head his 
enstodian. . 

Little boys are dresser) like the men, 
with the exception that they have no tur- 
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bin until abowt t2 years old, and when 
fis father gives a boy his first he feels 
just as proud and tnportunt os any 
American boy over his tiret long pants. 

The men shave their heads clean, leav- 
ing only a central topinot of long bar, 
and to shave the beard, one it has been 
allowed to grow, i comsidered a erent 
disgrace: frp avecae iy one's own fever, 
or the beard of the one with whom the 
controversy 1s being wagel, = the uwanal 
thing, as well as bringing in that of the 
Prophet to ndd weight. 

‘The trick of shaving off half the beard + 
of an opponent as a sign of contempt 15 
pricticed even today among the peasants 
exactly as it wis in the ilays of Koay 
Davil when he sent ‘ia servants to 
Laman, king of Anu,"

men thus slecping with wa, stone for a-pil- 
low, jost as Jacoh did of oll at Bethel." 

In the Mosaw law we read: “Tf thou 


at all take thy neighbors ‘raiment to 


pledge, thowshalt deliver it onto him by 
that the san goeth down: for that is his 
covering only: it is his. raiment for his 
skins wherem shall he steep?" + Today 
the giving of small articles as a pledge or 
SECUTItY 18 quite common; still, any one 
taking an ahavel from a poor man tor ile- 
prive him of i over night is considered 
as aimerciul ond a kind of Shylock. 

THE OLDEST EXISTING TVPE OF HEAD DRESS 

In seane districts of villages the mer 
wear the Bedouin headgear, consisting 
of a large square of cloth called Bavfrveh. 
ft is doubled comerwise, laid on the head, 
and held in place by an ‘agel, « thick 
double col made of wael or goats’ hair 
and black in color, 
thre “agal, or coll. show from where the 
person comes (see page 270). 

It is-probable that this form of head- 
peor is the olilest of those now in use in 
the country, A small Canaanitish figure 
in pottery, iting hack 1 aleut the 14th 
century FL C., now in the Whiting collec- 
Hien at Yale, although of necessity very 
ctttde, has sich a han! arcqmel the Tseced, 
and shows how ver atctent ts the ori 
of this Fateh and ‘aga.

LAND 


The villagers of Palestine are mostly 
of the Mohammedan faith, while fewer 
in number are the Christians belonging 
tice the Catholic aril Greek Cirthodex 
chirches: Some villages pre entirely 
Christian, and there are a few which have 
both religions represented, but in this 
tase cach class has its uwin quarter,

of the life of the present inhabitants of 
the Floly Land, devoting oir olsetvations 
te the Mohammedans, whe are not only 
by far the most numerons, hut alse, from

Marriage takes place atan eatly age, 
the young met at about 20 and the girls 
between t2.and 10 So long os the father 
is living; the burden and expenses of 
marrying his sons fall on his shoulders.

Fenees, i the westem sénse of the 
word, are unknown. In the mountainous 
country Innds are inclosed by loose stone 
walls, still called by the ancient Hebrew 
nate jedar, and on the plains by thorn 
hedges. When the open helds are owed 
individually, the boundary lines are ind: 
cated by deep furrows, in which at mter- 
vals stones are laid as “landmarks,” It 
is therefore teadily seen bow easily these 
boundaries could: be changed by an ava- 
ticious neighbor, undeterred by the Mo- 
saic warning, “Cursed be he that remov- 
eth his neighbor's landmark.” * 


LAND) STILL SdLD RY THE “YORE AND 
“RIED” 


Until a comparatively short time ago 
real estate was bought and soli by the 
use of a contract, which the chief men of 
the place witnessed and sealed; nor has 
this custam become entirely obsolete. 
Farming fand is estimated by the faddan, 
which, hei literally translated, is “yoke,” 
tut implies a piece of land “that a yoke 
of oxen might plow” ina day. (Com- 
pare 1 Samucl t4:i4.) City property, om 
the other hand, is measured! by a standard 
known asa “reed.” We can trace its use 
fur back into ancient times in the writ- 
ings of Exekiel and St. John,t 


PLOWING ASD TLANTING 


Raint begins to fall about November, 
after a raimless summer, and of s00T as 
the ground is well moistened the fellah 
starts planting the winter cerealie—wheat, 
barley, lentils, beans, etc. The plow isa 
crude affair, made of oak, the bent parts 
being natural curves held together with 
iron bands: these bands anda small plow-

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share, Which only scratches the ground 
a few inches deep, are the only metal 
parts. 

Chen are the favorite animals for wok- 
ing to a plow. Cows and donkeys are 
employed by the poorer poople. lores, 
mules, and caniels (the latter only along: 
the Mediterranean coast) are i aa 
singly to plaws, while sometimes ane sees 
an ox mid camel yoked together. In the 
Bible the command was “Thou shalt not 
plow with an ox and ass together.” 5 

The fellah sows the gram on the bure 
ground and then plows it in. In rocky 
ground a man or woman follows with a 
pick to Joosen the arth in the spots that 
may have been phd a hy the plow. The 
coil is not fertilized, The dismiegration 
of the underlying limestone feeds the 
soil, so that for thousands of years it has 
continued yielding crops. 

The manure and rubbish, instead of 
being utilized, are allowed to accumulate 
in heaps ontside the villages tntil they 
surraund it like small mountains. Im 
meintely a house is deserted and the 
rot falls in the women find it more con- 
venient to dump their rubbish there than 
to go farther, and in a short tine the 
riined house becomes a dunghill,® 

Aiter the winter crops have all been 
planted the vineyards and olive groves 
are plowed a couple of times and also the 
fields reserved for the summer planting, 
These latter crops are not put into the 
ground until the rains have eritirely 
cease, 

Watermelons and muskmelons, tonti- 
tees, a species of cucumber, vegetable 
marrow, ate all raised without a poe of 
rain or of water by irrigation, but are 
sustained by the moisture stored in the 
ground from the winter rains, aided by 
the copious summer dews The natives 
consider that rain falling after the sum- 
mer crops have been planted is extremely 
detrimental to them, ie 

During harvest time the fields are lively 
anil picturesque ; the entire family has a 

art in the work, the small children play- 
ing about among the sheives, and even 
the babies are browght to the fields. _

helds of Bethlehem. * 

During. the reaping period what the 
ible calls “parched corn” is nade in 
almast every field. Some wheat nat fully 
ripe is cut down and set.on fre, the straw 
onky being constimed. The roasted heads 
ate rubbed between the hands and the 
chai? winnowed out inthe wind. With- 
out further preparntion, this roasted 
wheat forms one of the entiimon articles 
of diet of the reapers. Undoubtedly such 
wis fhe “parched corn” which Hoag 
reached to Huth,

Threshing by the primitive methods 
employed is the most tiresame task of 
all the frlads round of toi. Tn many 
aces it is dime entirely by treading out 

endith the feet of the animals, which 

ate thecl together abrenst and driven 
romd, and toundl over the spread-out 
grin (sve page 272). 

The mules and horses are provided 
with fat sheet-irou shoes for all kinds of 
work, and the catele, just as the thresh- 
ing season bepins, are specially shod, On 
each half of the cloven hent a small ion 
Alu is nailed, anil this not only facili 
tates the work of separating the pram, 
but prevents the animal from becoming 
lame. 


Tow ‘WE GRAIN 15 Wit soweEp 


In the simple treading-out process the 
animals are driven arcund slowly over 
the grain, while the men, with wooden 
forks, keep stirring moup, When thor- 
onghly thresh, the straw has been 
chopped ap imte short bruised bits-and all 
then heaped up. . 

To separute the grain, “the fan,” which 
is a wooden fork, ts used, the farmer 
waiting until the wind 14 blowing hoard 
enough without hemg violent. Such con- 
ditions are best found in the evenings or 
during moonlight nights, The winnower 
tasses up the trampled grain into the air, 
nid, heing hexvier than the straw, tt falls 
mtoa heap by itself, while the fime straw 
separates mte a neat pile alittle -chstance 
awity, The dist and very fine particles 
are completely blown ‘away, This refiase 
is called we by the Ambs, the original 
Hebrew tame. 

A sieve is now employed, and through 
this the prain is passed to take out the 
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coarse Stubble that is too heavy. lo be 
blown away, Sometimes a woolen shovel 
is ined to give the gram a final winnow- 
ing. ‘Lhe presence of the stubble is ac 
counted for by the fact that pei har- 
Veat the grain 15 largely pulled op by ithe

This fine straw is kept as fodder for 
the animals, for hay is unknown. The 
Aralve tame for this is tien, being wden- 
tical with the Hebrew word which has 
been tromsiated “straw.” aml im Bible 
times as now was fed to the animals or 
nuxecd inte the clay when making bricks.

DRATING THE OLIVE TREES 


A saying among the peasants likens the 
vine to a city woman, for it cannot stand 
being ay ari for a single yeur; the fig 
tree toa Derlowin woman, for it can with- 
stand about frye years of negiect, and the 
olive tree to a fellake winan, for it is 
aril! found alive after 60 years of neglect. 

This simile is given to wlustrate how 
hardy the olive tree i as compared with. 
the he and the vine, To an Occidental, 
farnliar with the almost inmiecetructhhie 
quilities of the olive, it also serves as an 
example of the hirditiess: of the women 
of this-sturiy mountain race, 

The olives are harvested im the fall, but 
by amethod so injurious to the trees that 
they yield a full crop lait once in two 
years, Instead of picking them bv hand, 
for time is not money with these easy- 
going people, they bear the trees with 
sticks te knock off the frurt, which at the 
same time restlts in destroying the ten- 
der ahoats which should bear the next 
year's fruit. 

When questioned, they admit the folly 
of this beating, but add that their fathers 
did so and why-shoulil they change. Evi- 
dently they are eopymg not only their 
fathers, but the [Israelites before them, 
for we read im the Mosaic writings, 
“When thou beatest thine olive tree, thi 
shalt notoeo over the bowehs agin: it 
shall be for the stranger, for the father= 
less, and for the widaw." * | 

The olives when salted or pickled im 
brine are valued fool, for a peasant can 
thake a omeal of univ bread and oltves, 
with perhaps the addition of a raw onion.

(Ome of the prettiest, perhaps, of all 
Arabic worlds is the one for bread, 
raniely, aish, meaning life, for with them 
it is vertably the “staff of fe” Eread 
8 lovked upori as almost sacred, and they 
will never allow a cramb to fall where it 
will be trodden upon, and if a fragment 
iz found dropped, perhaps by. some child, 
on the eae its lifted and kissed and 
liick ap on a wall of put into a crack 
where some animal or fowl may fe it. 

The village heme has near it a small 
hurt contaittimg the oven, called the taboo, 
Itis'a dome some 3 to 4 fect m diameter, 
made by the women. of clay, with an 
opening in the top and is provided with a 
cover Of the same material, It stands 
on the grown, slightly raised by stones 
beneath its com. Inthe bottom its a thick 
liver of lotise pebbles. It 1 heated by 
lanking up around the outside a quan- 
tv of hot ashes. 

After the day's haking the woman adds 
a2 Tuel some dried manure or stubble (sce 
page 277), which ignites fram the het 
ashes and keeps smouldenng, and so heats 
the over forthe next day's baking. Bread 
is made from soft anil elastic dough. The 
woman brings-a bowl of it-to the taboo, 
tikes a rather thin loaf by throwing a 
piece of the doigh from hand to hanil, 
aod then flops it on to the pebbles at the 
bottom of the avert, 

About six of these leaves All the oven, 
and when baked they are full of the 
indentations made by the small stones. 
When well made and eaten warm, this 
Tread is yery goorl. 


“tHe MOTHER OF ALL ttre” 


_ Acstory is told of a woman who re- 
fosed te allow her neighhor to bake some 
dough im her teboon, The neughbor then 
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begged the loan of a loaf of bread, to be 
returned ws soon as she baked, for her 
oven was still too cual at) her bey ery- 
ing from hunger. 

"Chis was also retused, which so called 
down the wrath of the Almighty that an 
angel was sent, who, lifting up the hot 
fulwon, or oven, placed it on the back of 
the merciless wohkin, Waying only the 
limbs and the head protruding. 

So she whe thus refused bread became 
the mother of all turtles, and) if you seem 
to dowbt it, the feloh wall prove it to you 
by calling your attention not only to the 
fact that the turthe’s shell teserobles. the 
faloon in shape, but alse. to. the markings 
cn the tep of the sliell like the pebbles 
used tm the oven. 

‘The shells of small turtles are much in 
vogue ws charms, by peasants and city 
peuple alike, and are offen to be seen 
strung ena cord along with blie beads, 
a bit of alam, ete, and wor by the chil- 
dre, . 

A story told by a pensant living at 
Artas, where King Solomon ‘had ins gar- 
dena,” runs thas: A certain fellal lying 
by the seaside was in the habr of feeting 
every day a loaf of bread to # whale. 
The chief of the genii noticed it atl, ail- 
dressing him, satd; “For your kindheart- 
edness you shall be rewarded, Gold and. 
riches vou can obtain by worlktng for 
them, but T will give you somethme you 
cannot otherwise get, You shall have 
the gift of tnderstanding the animals, but 
mind vou do net tell any one about tt.” 

When he retarned home with his tre 
oxen front the day's plowing be heard 
the donkey say to one of the oxen, “Tf 
dily vou would not eat yeatr food the 
master woth think you were sick and 
wetld not take you out-to plow." 

Hearing this the niin began luughimy, 
and his wife-:asked the reason, but he dw 
mot tell her, The next morning, to repay 
the donkey for hic intrigumyg, he hitched 
him te-the plow instead of the ox.

Batter 1s made in 4 goat skin like those 
usedl for carrying water. This 7s only

We have po tecard of how the ancient 
shepherds of this land made their butter, 
but could ithave been bea eruder or more 
primitive process?

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ENCOURAGING BIRDS AROUND THE HOME 


By Freperick H. Kexnarkp 


% TOW that our country has really 
awikened to the importance of 
: bird life to the citizens, and at 


last enacted some very wise legislation, 
forbidding the killing of migratory and 
insectivorous birds, putting migratory 
game Birds under Federal control, and 
forbidding the importation of plumage 
from abroad, public interest in birds and 
their yreat economic value seems to have 
been stirred as:never before." 

Spring will soon be here, and those of 
ué who are thinking of doing our little 
toward attracting the Inrds must be get- 
ting ready for the early arrivals from the 
Sotth, . 

Hirds come north for the very special 
purpose of finding a proper place for the 
rearing of their young, and, this task ac- 
complished, as autumn approaches, soon 
depart in search of areas where there 
will be throughout the winter plenty of 
food and cover and amore congenial cli- 
mate, 

If we want to make our hones at- 
tractive to birds, we must always keep 
the above facts inmind. Tf in summer 
we wont to attract the migrants from the 
South, as well as the permanent resi- 
dents, we must furnish them with preaper 
places for the rearing of therr young; 
which: should include not only nesting 
sites, hut cover, fool, and water; and 11 
itt winter we want to keep some of the 
penmanent residents about our homes 
and attract migrants from the North, we 
must remember that they are again in 
search of fool and cover. 

Onee having attracted the birds, a 
sharp lookout muat be kept in order to 
protect them from their enemies—eats, 
bird: hanthig dogs, red squirrels, skunks, 
foxes, and other predatory animals, tiot

HOW ‘TO ATTRACT TIER HIRD 

To sum up, if we are to attract binds in 
summer, we must furnish them with 
proper nesting sites, cover, Todd, aml also 
water: and if we want to keep them 1m 
winter, we must again furnish them with 
cover and food, and always protect therm 
from their enéenues. + | 

The most important factor i altruct- 
ing birds is the supplying of cover suit- 
able for their wants. With this properly 
done, except in the case of birds that 
nest about buildings or m holes, nature 
will supply the nesting sites, as well as 
take care of the fooil supply, except in 
winter. 

At “The Pines," amy place in Newton 
Cetter, Mass, we have had for eight 
years under close observation about 44 
acres, comprising three acres of lawn 
dotted with a few old apple trees, six 
acres of wet meadow, which are allowed 
to grow up with tussocks of grass, cellars, 
aliiers, wild roses, and the lke, and the 
remaining 35 acres divided in two areas 
of about equal size, The first of these 
areas, that about the howse, 1s covered 
with a growth of pines, hemlocks, ce- 
dars, birches andl virnous other deciduous 
trees, among which we have taken pains 
to cultivate suitable coppice and under- 
growth, while the second aren, covered 
with deciduous woods, is, on account of 
fn fire thatoran through tt a number of 
yeurs ago, almost devoid of the smatler 
evergreens or protecting Coppice and 
undergrowth (see pages 319 and 320).

TYIHOMD VACCINATION 
But while all sorts of prevention in 


the lmne of sanitation help to check the 


spread of the disease, the Gnal blow was 
given to tt by the cliscavery of the prin 
ciple of inoculation for typhoid. The 
germs of typhoid are grown in beef 
broth, aid when they somber millions 
for every thimbieiul of the broth they 
are killed by the application of heat. ‘The 
dead germs are then injected into the 
biood with a hyperdermtic syringe, and 
three doses of these dead germs. are 
nearly always enough to make the body 
mime from the invasion of live germs: 
perhaps because they do not ke to dwell 
ani the «epulchers-of their race. 

The success of vaccination for typliatel 
has heen temarkable, In the history of 
hundreds of thousands of: cases only a 
third as many vaccinated people have 
enntracter! the disease as. unvaccinated 
people. Furthermore, the disease tenni- 
nutes fatally only a third os many. times 
with waccinated people as with pnvacci- 
nated oes. Th other words, vaccination 
against typhovl divides the chances of 
dying from the disense by twelve. 

Typhoid fever, however, is not so much 
of a tropical scourge. Te dees fiourish in 
semi-trepical countries and among white 
people whe geo to the tropics, The na- 
tives seem to he rather immune from if, 
mavhap beeaise the typhoid germ re- 
fises to dwell m the same body with 
anvebic dysentery germs, with which sq 
many tropical people are afflicte. Tut 
the lessons which our studies of the prin- 
ciples of the spreatl af typhoid fever have 
taught tis fit in so beautifully in tropical 
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Campaigns to master dysentery and ¢hol- 
era that they are almost as-serviceahle in 
the tropies ws they are in the temperate 
zones. The fly carries the perm of chob 
cTa and of dysentery just as it curries the 
germ of typhoid. These germs use the 
same velichs anid trivel in the sanie gen- 
eTil way from the intestines of one per- 
eon. to the mouth of another, 

The stm of all of these discoveries is 
that they place in the hands: of mankind 
the power to overcome the most terrible 
diseases with which the tropical world 
his been afflicted, 

CAPITALIZING THE DISCOVERIES 


And now, having looked far inte the 
past to see the vast nee! there has been 
for such disepyeries; and inte recent his- 
tory to learn something of how they were 
Tmnde, let us journey around the tropical 
workd today and see how they are being 
applied. 

Of course, wt go first to Parana, for 
there: they are being apphed on a scale 
that is extensive andl with a thorough- 
ness thot shows the possibilities of such 
application, Indeed, no factor for putting 
the new science of tropical medicine to 
the most rigid test is wanting there. 

Before the (inited States took control 
ait Colonel Goreas beran to apply the 
lessons that bad been learned in Cuba, 
yellow fever was endemic, malaria al- 
most universal, lnbonic plague not ex- 
eeptional, at] ‘smallpox mat infrequent 
in its occurrence. Things had heen so 
had that they defeated the French in 
ther efforts to dig the Panarna Canal, 
and when the despair of the bubble-burst 
boom days settled Hke a night over the 
wrecked hopes of the French failure, 
conditions grew even worse, 

Colon wus a swampy mire of filth 
which bade warm welcome to every germ 
that came along, atl) extended hearty 
hospitality to every mosquita and flea 
that traveled that way, bidding ther all 
to “be frottfol ancl mltiply’—an invita- 
tion as heartily and as appreciitively: ac- 
cepted as it was extended. 

Panama offered a haven to every clis-
